The women In the land nrmy enlist 


cither for 12 or six months. In case of 
12 months they receive two complete 
onlftta free, consisting of n dress, 
corduroy breeches, strong boots, leg- 
gings, overalls nnd hat. They nlso get 
for the year one Jersey and one mnck- 
intosb. They nre Riven four or six 
weeks' free instruction at a training 
center. Their pay on the fnrm ranges 
from $2 to S5 n week. 


For n girl who Joins the nrmy for six 


months there is no training. She goes 
straight away lo the Innd nnd begins 
on the work requiring less skill. Serv- 
ices of women enrolled In the land 
army are avnilable for timber cutting 
ond bny haling.

There are 
seven more under wny, while Newport 
News Is planning her second. The In- 
terest of both white and colored ele- 
ments In the communities nenr tho 
camps has been nroused. nnd twenty- 
five towns now have special commit- 
tees to carry on activities for the ne- 
gro In uniform. Co-operating with the 
\Vnr Cnmp Community Service colored 
churches In mnny camp cities have 
opened rest rooms for tho negro sol-. 
dlers when In town on leave. 


When ono considers tbe tremendous 


number of negroes In service (the to- 
tal called in the draft for live days In 
June was MO.OOO) nnd that these men 
nre leaving homes and families all 
over the I'nl'.ed States to go to strange 
camps for their training special atten- 
tion to their needs In Die margin of 
time from camp duties seems decided- 
ly essential. There Is good reason for 
tbe negro soldier or sailor to "look 
'.onesomer than nny one In all tha 
world" If there Is no provision mada 
for bis comfort In hours off duty.

Community Service clubs nre located 
,t Dos Molnes, la.; Haltle Creek, 
Mich.; Louisville. Ky.; Chlllleothe. 0.; 
Petersburg. Vn.. and Newport News 
Vn. In each one facilities similar to 
those found in clubs for enlisted whit 
men nre available. Also there Is every 
encouragement for the negroes' native 
musical cifts. nnd community sings, 
with banjo accompanists, nre featured 
In nil the clubs.

Why does thunder rumble?

All along this path Ibo sudden ex- 
pansion of the heated nlr—n Iruo ei- 
plosion—sols up nu atmospheric wave, 
which spreads In nil directions, nnd 
eventually registers upon our cars an 
thunder. 
Since tho 
lightning dis- 


charge is almost Instantaneous, tbo 
pound wave Is produced nt very nearly 
the same time along the whole path. 
Hut the sound wave travels slowly 
through tho nlr. Its speed Is approx- 
imately 1,000 feet n second. Thus the 
pound from the part of the lightning's 
path that la nearest to us reaches ns 
first, and (bat from other parts of tho 
path afterward, according to their dis- 
tance. Intermittent crnf-hes and loom- 
ing effects nre duo chiefly to Irregu-. 
larllles In the uhnpo of tho path.—Pop- 
ular Mechanics Magazine.

War Time Sweeteners 


MERTCA has several excellent war time sweet- 


eners that will be used largely during the 
shortage in the sugar supply. 


They are maple sugar, syrups, honey and 


molasses and may be used in preparing des- 
serts and other dishes requiring sweetening. 


When a cup of syrup or honey is used 


to replace a cup of sugar the liquid in the 
recipes should be. decreased 
one-fourth. 


One-third of a cupful of sugar is equivalent 
to one-third of a cup of honey, about one- 


half cup of syrup and about one-half cup of corn sugar. 
One-fourth of a cup of sugar is equal to about one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. One table- 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one and one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and one- 
third tablespoons of corn sugar. 


Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs, 


dried pears and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals. 


Fruit marmalades, butters and jellies should be used 


to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as accessories to it. Fruits may be preserved without 
sugar. It may be added when sugar is more plentiful. 


Preserving demands this year a thin syrup instead of a 


heavy syrup. 


If sugar is used one-half of the amount may be replaced 


by another sweetener. 


Drying is a means of preserving (without sugar) ap- 


ples, cherries, strawberries and black cap?. 


When ready to use ihey may have added the needed 


sugar in the form of a syrup. When sugar is more plentiful 
fruit juices may be made into jellies or may be used as 
fruit juices with or without sugar, as beverages, fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 


Fresh frulta supply the place of sugar m the diet. They 


should be used freely. 
Desserts where sugar is scarce 


may be made of gelatins, junkets, custards, puddings and 
cakes.
